a. Stated a letter had be en received through Congressman Bolton which 

enclosed a report to the effect | I was by and large being supported 25X1 

by CIA. The Director not ed that this aopeared to be mixed in with the 

"[ problem and asked I I to get the papers on this case. 

b. Reported that a former employee of eight days* duration had written 
a 173-page article on the CIA paradox and was threatening to take this 
paper to Senator McCarthy unless he was paid $3,000.00. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
recommended we advise this man that we would gladly arrange an appointment 
with the Senator. The Director approved, 

c. Reported that an allegation had been made by Mr. Hook, Deputy 
Post Master General, in the presence of three Congressmen that a Loyalty 
Board, chaired by a representative of CIA and sitting on the case of a 
Post Office Department employee, had cleared a Communist. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
said this decision was reversed by Mr. Hook and the man in question had 
been fired. Mr. Kirkpatrick also said that a memorandum of the facts in 
this case, from the CIA officer concerned, completely exonerated him and 
recommended that the Congressmen be so advised. (The Director aoproved bn t J I
